USES DEMONSTRATED 

Iquipment attached within the 
suitcase were two oxygen tanks, 
two mouthpieces with connecting 
hose, valves to regulate the func- 
tioning and incidental materials. | 

Use of the machine was ex-; 
plained and demonstrated by Roy 
M. How, anesthesist representing 
the E. J. Manufacturing company 
of Glendaie. 

‘Three lever positicns make pos- 
sible the operation of the unit 
either as resuscitator, inhalatcr or 
aspirator. As a resuscitator, the 
mdchine provides artificial respira- 
tion by putting oxygen into the 
Jungs then drawing it out; as an 
inhalator.it prgvides oxyen and 
the patient exMales, and, as an 
aspirator, it employs suction to 
draw mucus from the throat by 
use of a tube, 

Mr. Hcw declared manual arti- 
ficial respiration should be given 
untij the arrival cf the resuscita- 
tor and that the equipment. should 
be used es long as there is even 
a remote possibility a patient may | 
be revived. 

SERVES MANY NEEDS 

The resuscitator can be of aid 
to any person who is not breath- 
ing, he said, adding its principal 
uses are in cases of electric shock, 
drowning, gas poisoning, heart 
failures and respiration needs of 
new born ‘babies. 

Masks attached to the tubes 
come in two sizes and are balloon 
flated to fit any face. The equip- 
ment can be employed simultane> 
ously on two persons. 

Mr, Seitz in making the presen- 
tation declared “if this equipment 
functions properly ‘cnce, it wil) 
more than pay for itself.” 

He paid tribute to the work of 
the committee negotiating the 
purchase and raising the funds. 
They were Harold Barbour, chair- 
man, Earl Head, Oris Heinauer, 
Everett Carter and Chief Paulin. 

PROTECTS LIVES 

Mr. Barbour declared that in 
the police reserve training the 
chief of police has always em- 
phasized that protection of lives 
and pr-perty is the primary po- 
lice department function. 

“Here,” he said, “we have an 
outstanding example of the J«: 
to which our police and fire de- 
partments are going to protect 
and save lives.” 

The resuscitator was demon- 
strated at a joint meeting of the 
pelice reserves and volunteer fire- 
men, with 46 men and two women 
present.

Majority of Women 
Now Employed Expect 
To Continue Working 


(By C.N.P.A. Service) 

The great majerity of women 
now employed in the Los Angeles 
area expect to continue to work 
after the war. This is indicated 
in preliminary returns in a sur 
vey now being made in more tha’ 
2,000 industries and businesses ir 
Southern California, according t 
Morris B. Pendleton, regional di- 
rector for the Committee for Econ- 
omic Development. The poll asked 
the women: 

De you intend to continue work- 
ing after the war has ended? 

Tne response is, Yes 60.5 per 
cent; No 37.2 per cent; Undecided 
2.3 per cent. 

Of those respending, 38.8 per 
cent prefer to continue in present 
occupation; while 21.7 per cent 
prefer their pre-war jobs. 

The average age of women who 
intend to continue working is 3¢ 
years of age. Fifteen per cent of 
these have dependents. Those who 
plan to discontinue working aver- 
age 32 years of age. Wight per 
cent of these have dependents.
